REDONDO BEACH. 


Extensive Improvements in Hand 
by the Company. 

The improvements now making at 
Redondo Beach are not heralded with 
a flare of trumpets, but they are exten- 
sive and important, nevertheless. 
That should go without saying in an 
enterprise backed by two such such 
solid and vigorous cupitalists as J. C. 
Ainsworth of Oakland and Capt. R. R. 
Thompson of San Francisco. The 
oflicers of the company now are George 
J. Ainsworth, president; S. A. Brown, 
vice-president and general manager, 
and R. G. Brewer, secretary and treas- 
urer. A Tits reporter inquired at 
the office yesterday as to what is going 
on and what is contemplated by the 
company. 

It was learned that in these piping 
times of peace, the creation of a resort 
and harbor at Redondo ars being most 
vigorously prosecuted. ‘The company 
will let the contract tomorrow for the 
hotel, which is to cost from $125,000 
to $150,000, and be as perfect a sea- 
coast hostelry as sible. The area 
of the hotel grounds is 22} acres. Sev- 
eral bids were in yesterday at the time 
of the reporter’s visit. A number of 
bath-houses will also be built. Work 
is now proceeding on the pier. It will 
be remembered that a severe storm 
damaged the extreme end of the pier a 
few weeks ago. The part damaged 
was an L built at right angles with the 
main pier. In repairing the pier it will 
be extended straight out, thus ob- 
viating the difficulties that followed 
the old plan. The pier is 1200 feet 
ong. As soon as it is finished the 
passenger and freight boats of the Pa- 
cific Steamship Company will stop at 
Redondo, and the work of making ita 
harbor will be n. Work on the 
pier is going ahead vigorously, and it 
willsoon be ready for business. Sev- 
eral cottages are being erected by the 
company, and six miles of water pipe 
have been laid in the last three weeks.

A force of men is at work, 
and it is expected to have the line 
through and in operation by June. 

Enough 
being done to show how active the 
company is, and it wants it distinctly 
understood that the prosecution of ‘the 
improvements is not dependent upon 
the sale of lots. The plans of the com- 
pany are comprehensive, and the 
money is on hand for carrying them 
out. It is an important enterprise, 
and the creators of the Oregon Navi- 

ation Company will, it is hoped, carry 
tout as successfully as their former 
enterprises.

in its various phases and attitudes, by 
the business community during the 
past two or three days. The inequity 
of the act, however, should give way 
in the public mind to a full and fair 
discussion of the ways and means to 
redress the partially effected wrong, 
and in an endeavor to frustrate the 
purpose of the bill. 

That there must be a legal avenue 
of escape from a threatened wrong 
follows from an admission of the 
wrong, as it has been the boast of the 
legal profession from the early days of 
Justinian to the later and perhaps 
more degenerate ones of Mary Ann 
Brooks that there never was a wrong 
without a remedy.” 

There is a legal exception, we be- 
lieve, to the settled law that the Legis- 
lature cannot delegate its authority, 
in this: that the control and regula- 
tion of its own concerns, with proper 
restraint, can be delegated to certain 
municipalities, upon the principle 
that those intrusted can better deter- 
mine as to such matters than can the 
Legislature. On such basis stand 
those enactments giving to counties 
and towns the power (which they 
would otherwise not possess) to issue 
bonds to aid in the construction of 
railroads, or other internal improve- 
ment, but inhibiting the county or 
town authorities from exercising the 
power until the people vote so to do.

ture to give the power, but whether it 
is best that it be exercised. We un- 
derstand that the power given to ac- 


order | cept or reject the Orange County Bill 


to the voters of the new proposed 
county Is justified in this exception to 
an otherwise inflexible rule of law, 
But let us see if it comes within the 
exception any better than it does 
within the rule. 

First—It is not submitted to any 
municipal corporation or other recog- 
nized sub-government for the conduct 
of its own concerns, but rather to a 
portion of a people in a county to say 
whether they are willing to be created 
a corporate entirely. 

Second—It is not submitted to those 
interested in the proposed change, be- 
cause the people in the entire county are 
interested, and it is proposed to besub- 
mitted to butasmall and ineonsequent 
minority of the whole. The reason of 
the exception does not apply to this 
minority. Neither should the excep- 
tion. If such a question can be sub- 
mitted to portion of the people of a 
county, why not to those — tl ina 
certain township in the county? Why 
not to the inhabitants of a certain city 
in that township, or, indeed, to a cer- 
tain individual in that city, upon 
whom the legislative wisdom has set- 
tled as its residuary legatee? It seems, 
if law and justice are inclined to meet 
upon terms of friendly intimacy, one 
of two propositions are indubitably 
and irrefragibly so, either: 

First—The Legislature must take 
the matter in its own unholy hands, 
and consecrate the child of division 
with words of unconditional ‘and in- 
defeasible meaning; or, 

Second—if anybody is to assist at 
the ceremony it must be every quali- 
fied elector within the imperial limits 
of Los Angeles county. 

Why should there be any Orange 
county? Is it too far for these aspir- 
ants for separation to come to court? 
It is an hour’s ride in a luxurious par- 
lor car. 

Is it too much trouble to pay taxes? 
It costs a two-cent stamp, and there 
are twenty trains a day. 

Is it necessary for the commercial 
advancement of the proposed terri- 
tory? The mountain won’t come to 
Mahomet, and separation from Los 
Angeles county will still leave it in 
Southern California. 

Will it add to their pride and im- 
portance to set up housekeeping on 
theirown hook? At first they will 
buy their imported clothes from 
Worth. Before the next general elec- 
tion a Trombone bustle and a hand- 
me-down mother-hubbard will do 
them proud.

Thus far a comparative few in each 
locality have served as a proverbial 
Atlas, and if they have not burdened 
themselves with the world they have 
carried a sufficient burden to keep 
things running smoothly, while a ma- 
jority stood back, their bands plunged 
into the depths of superfluous pockets, 
ready to comment upon the scene. 

Some claimed a preference for real 
estate, others professed a lack of faith 
in the future and dexterously pushed a 
smaller boy first, in hopes that if an 
air-hole did &ppear and the ice did 
break that they might escape without a 
wetting. Such a man would complain 
of the risk in securing his own prop- 
erty. for this country, like every other 
country, will be good for just the 
amount it is made to be good for; no 
more, and no less. 

If Bartholdi stood before his block of 
marble doubting, u tear in his eye, and 
his mallet tucked under his apron, the 
world would still be in darkness for all 
of a statue of liberty to lighten it. 


Weare standing before a block of 


marble destined to receive the applause 
of continents; yet, notwithstanding, 
some mallets are tucked under aprons, 
while their owners’ gaze is dubiously 
fixed upon the few ken fissures in 
the outside surface, rather than the 
solid bedrock underneath. And some 
will continue to stand until they are 
aroused by seeing golden apples picked 
from the very branches they have 
pruned away. Thus is the rank of 
complainers reinforced, and the sing- 
song relating to treacherous fate and 
deceitful f e rehearsed. 

Again, it is not the desire of our 


4 citizens, as some have intimated, that 


any part of this Commonwealth should 
be set aside for retired aristocracy or 
envied ease, the ages to come are 
destined for royal robes and restful 
ease, and for the present we wish to 
make room for horny hands and honest 
hearts, that ever have and ever will 
stand under every Republic like the 
foundation itself,and upon which all 
lilywork must be built. And until we 
van insure the laboring man his wages 
and the laboring woman her bread we 
will be like a dish of sweetened deli- 
cacy—dreadfully in want of a substan- 


The natural deficiencies of our 
country are few, compared with its 
advantages, while the wants of our 
peop’ are many. Minds have been 
ound strong 1 to surmouni such 
difficulties, and have written their 
name higher than bard or poet—for 
they supplied a practical want ofa 
practic people—and minds will be 
ound equally strong. 

I would urge no individual to enter a 
business blindfolded, or without first 
having made a careful research, but we 
would like to see more making the 
careful research; and willing to invest 
capital here as elsewhere; backed by 
faith in themselves and the future de- 
mands.

When the Wrecked Coaler “Respi- 
gadore” Broke Up and the Cargo 
Went Ashore—Men, Women and 
Children in the Surf, Intormally. 


A visit to San Pedro during the past 
few days would have repaid anyone 


who is fond of studying human nature |b 


in its wild and uncurried state. Some 
months ago acoal ship, the Respiga- 
dore, went to . — in the harbor, and 
the wrecker who purchased it gathered 
up all the iron and other material that 
could be taken from the ship. ‘The 
process of breakingit up under the 
water was carried on for some weeks, 
when the workmen gaye up and the 
work was abandoned. 108 

Nothing more was thought of the old 
hulk until the big storm of a few da 
ago, when some of the town childre 
brought to their parents small Ghunks 
of coal. It was soon discovered that 
the coal was of the very best quality, 
and the parents. believed that the 
youngsters had discovered a rich coal 
mine. The children were questioned, 
and they explained that they had 


picked the coal up on the beach, and — 


that there was lots more in the surf.“ 
The parents did not know what to 
make of such a statement, but they 
made up their minds to institute an 
investigation. “They did so, and bright 
and early the next morning a sight that 
would have made Long Branch green 
with envy in the good old days before 
“war was enacted on the beach. 
There were fully three hundred men, 
women and cliildren plunging about in 
the surf, although the weather was 
quite chilly.

Each family or person who was work- 
ing on his or their own 
piled the coal in separate heaps, an 
when night came each pile was labeled 
and marked, and early the next morn- 
ing the work was again begun. 

This work was kept up as long as a 
single piece of coal could be found, and 
when the work was completed 
than 200 piles of coal had been stocked 
up on the beach. A request was then 
sent to the Southern Pacific Compan 
for flatcars, and id a very short time 
cars were loaded down with cea. 
_ The people who did not wish to use 


.| the.coal themselves sold their share at 


the rate of from $5 to $10 a „ 


work. The coal was washed ore 


from the wrecked ship, and it is be- 
lieved that every particle except the 


dust was cast up, for on figuring up the 
26 carloads and the amount of coal on 
the ship there is a comparatively slight 
difference. |
